SIR JOHN THOMPSON 


No further particulars respecting the 
ath of Sir John Thompson were received 
by ast weil, The following short sketch 
ol hbwecareer is taken from the Calgary 
jmily Tribune of Thursday last: Sir John 
Sparrow David Thompson, K. C., M. G., 
I C., was the son of Mr. John Sparrow 
Thompson, a native of Waterford, Ireland, 
who was at one time Queen’s Printer, and 
afterwards supt. of the money order system 
in Nova S&eotia. Sir John was born in 
Halifax, N. S., Nov. 10th, 1844, and edu- 
cated at the common school and free church 
academy there. He was called to the 
Nova Scotia bar in 1865 and appointed a 
(Queen's counsel in 1879. He acted as a 
counsel on behalf of the U.S. government 
before the fishery commission which sat at 
Halifax under the Washington treaty. He 
was appointed attorney general of Nova 
Scotia in IS78 and was prime minister of 
that province for two months in 1882, when 
he became a judge of the supreme court. In 
1885 he was returned to the Dominion 
house and was appointed minister of justice 
and attorney general of Canada the same 
year, He assisted the British representa- 
tives on the fishery commission of Washing- 
ton 1» 1887 in Paris and was created a K.C. 
M. 4G. for his services. On the death of 
Sir John Abbott Sir John Thompson suc- 
weeded tothe position of prime minister 
andleader of the conservative party, keeping 
the portfolio of minister of justice. He re- 
presented Antigonish, N.S., in the Domin-
